Bon Cop, Bad Rap 


anadians — English Canadians, 
C specifically — have been trying 

to figure out just what it means 
to be Canadian from, it seems, the 
beginning of time. While we still don't 
have a very satisfactory answer to what 
we actually are, Canucks apparently 
agree on what we don't want to be: 
American. 

This was reiterated by an Ipsos Reid 
survey in late July which found that one 
of the reasons Stephen Harper's 
Conservatives had a slip in popularity 
was that they were seen as walking too 
much in step with George W. Bush’s for- 
eign policy — specifically on the Mideast 
and Afghanistan — a charge that has 
continued to follow Harper since he 
took office. Indeed, Liberal Party lead- 
ership candidate Michael Ignatieff had 
been accused of the same sin, which may 
have been why in early August he took a 
contrary stance to Harper and the U.S. 
vis-a-vis the Israel- Lebanon crisis. 

But while English Canadians say that 
we don't want to emulate the Yanks, our 
actions speak otherwise when it comes 
to cultural choices. French Quebecers 
are far more secure with their identity 
and (dare I say) distinctiveness. The 
remarkable box office take in recent 
years of homemade French Canadian 
movies (often involving Concordia 
alumni) speaks volumes about their 
interest in their own culture. Movies 
such as La Grande séduction (2003, 
directed by Jean-Francois Pouliot, BA 
80), Ma vie en cinémascope (2004, 
starring Pascale Bussiéres, fine arts 91), 
C.R.A.Z.Y. (2005, produced by Pierre 
Even, GrDip go) and this summer’s Le 
Secret de ma mére (directed by 
Ghyslaine Cété, fine arts 87) regularly 
surpass Hollywood blockbusters in 
ticket sales in this province. 

Conversely, well-made English 
Canadian movies made during the same 


period, like The Snow Walker (2003) or 
Saint Ralph (2005), go almost unno- 
ticed in the ROG. Even The Rocket 
(2005), a bilingual picture whose sub- 
ject — one of this country’s true hockey 
legends — should have had mass appeal 
outside the province instead landed 
with a thud in Toronto, Vancouver, 
Calgary and the rest. This August’s 
record-breaking cross-cultural cop- 
buddy comedy, Bon Cop, Bad Cop (pro- 
duced by Kevin Tierney, S BA 71, and 
directed by Erik Canuel, fine arts 88), 
did manage to attract anglo Quebecers 
(who typically don’t line up for Quebec- 
made films) but, despite good reviews 
and starring relatively well-known 
Colm Feore, made only a minor dent 
outside this province. 

On television, some distinctly 
English Canadian TV shows such as 
Corner Gas, Trailer Park Boys and Da 
Vinci's Inquest have been able to find a 
niche audience, but these programs 
don't attract anywhere near the number 
of viewers as CSI or American Idol. And 
while Canadian Idol Season 4 ruled the 
broadcast waves this summer, consid- 
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ering that the show follows a British 


format, via the U.S., and that contes- 
tants mostly sang hits by American 
artists such as Bon Jovi and Bette 
Midler, we can certainly discount it as 
markedly Canadian. 

In Quebec, French films, TV and 
music are more accessible to French 
speakers because of language, but it’s 
more than that: people are responding 
to stories of Quebecers, by Quebecers; 
they are drawn in by the mythology of 
their culture. English Canadians, on the 
other hand, apparently prefer American 
fare to our own stories. 

Yet we lambaste politicians for doing (G3) 
the same. What most of us tend to forget 
(or choose to ignore) is that American 
political policy — domestic and foreign 
— fosters their cultural industry, and 
their culture supports their policy; 
shunning one while embracing the 
other reeks of hypocrisy. We can criti- 
cize Stephen Harper for being Bush- 
lite; but doing so while buying 
Starbucks coffee, wearing American 
Apparel and watching Pirates of the 
Caribbean rings hollow. ® 
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Bipolar episodes 

I read with interest Lorri Benedik’s 
editorial on bipolar disorder 
(End Piece, June 2006). 

I made a mental note that 
Joanna’s husband told Lorri 
his wife was in the hospital, 
suffering from migraines 
and, second, that she took 
her life after going off 
medication. 

I have a mixed reaction to 
the practice of rebranding 
mental illness to something 
more palatable. Obviously 
one’s medical history is 
private; it’s a disservice to the 
patient if friends and family dissemi- 
nate the news far and wide. 

But it’s also a tad Victorian, and may 
contribute to the stigma. | can’t change 
society or individual values, but while 
the “unpopular” forms of cancer — 
prostate and breast — are now stigma- 
free, we ve got a long way to go with 
mental health. 

But if you have a mental illness, such 
as bipolar disorder or schizophrenia, it 
is a major indignity that you can't talk 
about it or that you feel there will be 
some crushing negative reaction 
to it in your various networks of 
friends, colleagues and acquaintances. 

I suppose I should tentatively give 
myself a nickname, possibly Theodore 
Street. It rhymes with my real name. But 
I’ve reached the tipping point, the point 
of no return — no more clichés. What is 
the point about writing about mental 
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health issues, carrying on under 

a veil of anonymity? 

In my case, I have 
suffered from

If I had the option, perhaps the 
best condition to be stuck with would 
be Hypomania, a variety of bipolar 
disorder that is compatible with 
business achievement, according to 
psychologist John Gartner in his 
book, The Hypomanic Edge (2005).

“There is 
something very delicate about it.” Parry 
understands the light, accurate and 
timely touch that goes into making the 
music — as well as the balance needed to 
be a successful working musician, since 
he and fellow Bell Orchestrian Sarah 
Neufeld, BFA (electroacoustic studies) 
o3, are also full-fledged members of 
Arcade Fire. This past summer, in 
between Arcade Fire’s recording ses- 
sions for its new album, Bell Orchestre 
was rolling along the European festival 
circuit, playing in Vienna, Madrid, 
Barcelona and a host of other cities. 


In Arcade Fire, Parry plays guitar, bass,

organ, piano, accordion, xylophone and 
percussion; with Bell Orchestre, he 
works the stand-up bass. Neufeld plays 
violin in each band. 

“The two projects seep into each 
other because Sarah and I play in 
both, and [horn-player and former 
Concordia student] Pietro Amato is also 
involved with Arcade Fire,” says Parry. 
“But they're different artistically and 
how they operate. In Bell Orchestre, 
some music is brought in by one of the 
members and then shaped by the band, 
but the bulk of it happens improvisa- 
tionally as a group.” 

For Parry and Neufeld, Bell Orchestre 
preceded Arcade Fire, and was nour- 
ished in the Concordia fine arts environ- 
ment. Most of its current line-up, 
including Amato and Kaveh Nabatian, 
BFA 01, came together in 2002-03 
as part of a final-project collaboration 
with dancers and choreographer 
Sasha Kleinplatz, BFA (contemp. dance 
& women’s studies) 04,. Parry says, 

“I was working creatively with different 
artists and was really interested in dance, 
but there was no structure to create that

kind of collaboration. I started putting 
up signs in the dance department saying, 
‘I want to make music for dance.’ ” 

Since then, he, Neufeld and their 
bandmates have been making instru- 
mental music for considerably broader 
audiences, in addition to elegant pop 
tunes with Arcade Fire. The soundscapes 
of Bell Orchestre — who have released 
their first album, Recording a Tape the 
Colour of Light — range from a whimsical 
duet for bass and typewriter to impas- 
sioned ariastic frenzies. “I’m reluctant 
to say both bands are hitting their stride 
right now,” Parry says, “but these days 
it really feels that way.” 


When Pony Up! was ordained a group 
to watch in 2005 by the rock-critic 
gods at Spin Magazine, the all-female 
quartet, formed in 2001 by Lisa Smith, 
BA 98, had released only a four-song 
EP.

“A lot of good bands 
never have the opportunities that others 
get, and that’s just luck.”

although the Internet is great for curso- 
ry information, it’s no substitute for the 
depth and reliability of academic texts 
and journals. 

“If you went into a library 30 years 
ago, you could be fairly sure that every- 
thing you found there had already 
been sifted and was indeed scholarly,” 
explains Bill Curran, L BA 69, director 
of Concordia Libraries. “But if you go 
to the terminal and you re playing 
around on the web — and you can access 
our library at your home today, too — 
there’s no such filtering of information. 
The doors have opened, and we're very 
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pleased, but with that comes the need 
for information literacy and critical 
thinking that clearly wasn't there 30 
years ago.” 

To attack this issue head on, 
Concordia Libraries have created a 
self-paced, interactive online tutorial, 
Info Research 101: Surviving Your Essay, 
to provide students and others with a 
concise yet thorough introduction to 
researching information for academic 
(or other) purposes. The effectiveness 
of Info Research 101 led the Association 
of College and Research Libraries to 
recently add it to its instructional data- 
base, PRIMO, and to choose the online 


tutorial as its site of the month for

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David v. Goliath, Round 2

hat do I have in common with 
Al Franken? We've both been 
sued by News Corporation. 


This was the situation in which I found 
myself in early May 2006 when my for- 
mer employers decided to try to shut my 
new company down. 

To explain: In 2000 I joined a dot com 
start-up founded by three guys. In 2005, 
the company was bought by media giant 
News Corporation (owners of, among 
many other concerns, Fox Broadcasting 
Company and 20th Century Fox). In the 
process, the three founders made mil- 
lions, and I was the odd man out. 

In January 2006, I launched a web TV 
company, WatchMojo.com. In March | 
received a letter telling me that, in a nut- 
shell, my old employer was trying to shut 
me down because they deemed my com- 
pany to be illegally competitive to theirs 
— even though they were in the business 


looking at fees of $20,000 to 
$100,000 to fight this. 

Despite the old saying that the 
man who represents himself has a 
fool for lawyer, I decided to stand 
for myself. The day after I got 
served with papers I appeared, 
like a deer caught in headlights, at 
Montreal’s Palais de Justice. The 
presiding judge told the petition- 
ers’ lawyers that they were seek- 
ing an interlocutory injunction, but 
they should have been seeking a 
provisional injunction. I thought, 
How many kinds are there? 

Within an hour, a bailiff knocked 
on my door with an Amended 
Motion for a Provisional Injunction. 

[ had to appear in Superior Court on 
May 15 for my Judgment Day, to take on 
two experienced lawyers. I knew I had the 
facts, but when it came to the procedural 
elements, I was clueless. I was David 
against Goliath, without a slingshot.

of publishing an online men’s magazine 
while I was producing a web TV site for 
both genders and for people of all ages. 
To me, the argument ended there. 

On May 9, a bailiff served me with a 
motion for an injunction. I spoke to a few 
lawyers, who said the same thing: News 
Corporation realized their case was weak, 
so instead of simply taking me to court, 
where they would have to prove their 
case, they sought a temporary injunction, 
hoping to drag things out long enough so 
that it would become a de facto perma- 
nent injunction. 


The lawyers told me that I would be 
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I spent the weekend speaking to a 
few lawyers, getting prepped. My 
father-in-law referred me to an injunc- 
tion specialist. 

Monday morning came and I felt 
pumped. I was sincerely looking forward 
to this: it would be a great exercise and 
even better experience. My employees 
think ’'m nuts when | speak like that, but 
I’m like Tony Robbins — just shorter, 
smaller teeth and a receding hairline. 

Their lawyers spoke for about 30 min- 
utes. I spent the next hour or so focusing 
on 24, paragraphs out of their 134,-para- 
graph, 27-page Amended Motion, and on 
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Ashkan Karbasfrooshan launched his web TV company, 
WatchMojo.com, in January 2006. 


11 exhibits; | submitted exhibits counter- 
ing their arguments. I felt I was winning 
over the judge. 

We came back the next day. I parked at 
g:11 a.m. and fed the parking meter for 
two hours, not knowing if by 11:11 a.m. | 
would be out. 

At 9:30 a.m., Justice Anne- Marie 
Trahan rendered her judgment, lasting 
about 15 minutes: I won, they lost. 
Actually, they did not win, but I have not 
won yet, either. The next phase of the 
trial is set for February 2007. The plain- 
tiffs have chosen to move to the injunc- 
tion process, the interlocutory injunc- 
tion, which is unfortunate since the judge 
told them that they should look for a 
solution “outside of the judicial system.” 

If they choose to continue their 
unmerited attack on me, I have no choice 
but to actually get serious and show the 
true bad faith with which they have acted 
thus far. This is not a threat. It’s a chal- 
lenge I’m setting for myself. *?
